Leiceſter confident of his Maiſters loue, 
and impatient tobeare cyther riuall in fa- 
uour,or partner in rule,oppoſcth them all, 
but findeth in his cbbe of fauour, the For:

eucras caſily tranſferre hisfancy as he had 
ſetled his affection. Great we {ce muſt be 
thearte and cunning of that man, thar

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For as to liue the Prince mult haue a per- 


ticular foule ſo to rule his proper and in- 


terne Councell, without the one heecan 
ncuer be truely man, withoutthe other 
he ſhall neuer be ſecurely a Prince, for-it 
offendeth aſwell rhe miniſter ( of merrir) 
as the people to force-obcdicnce ro one 
vacapable of his owne greatneſle, or vn- 
worthy of his fortunes. This wonderfull 
Change to the generall State ( ſo hope- 
leſle lately to recouer her former libertic, 
they ſought now for nothing bur the 
mildeſt ſ{cruitude) brought thery home 
againe with admiration to his deyotion 
and their owne duty. | 
He that will lay (we ſec) the foundati- 
on of Greatneſſe ypon popular loue, mult 
giue them caſc and lultice, for they mca- 
ſure. the bond of their obedicnce, by the 
ooodalwayes that they recciue. 
This pcace attended cuer after his Age 


and hearſe and hee happily liued to fafhi- 


on his ſonne and ſucceſſor, and to make 


him partner of his owne experience and 
| ail. 
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authoritic ; whoſe owne hard education 
trayning him from that intemperance, 
which makes men inferiour to beaſts : 
framed him to afftc& glory, and vertue ; 
which made him ſuperiour ro men. So. 
that all che Actions of his future Raigne 
were. exact grounds of Diſcipline , and 
pollicy ; for his beſt ſucceſſour to rule by 
after, who as he was the firſt of his name 
ſince theConquelt,ſo was he the firſt that 
{crled the law and ſtate,dceferuing the Stile 
of Englands Tuſlinian, and freed this King- 
dome irom the ward{hip of the Peres, 
ſhewing himſclte in all his Actions after, 
capable ro Commaund nor the Realme 
onely, butthe whole world. 

Thus doc the wrongs of our Enemies 
more then our owne diſcretions, make 
ys ſometimes both wiſe and fortunate.
